1 This is requested exclusively to avoid the extra expenses of claim 14 as a single 

2 multiple dependant claim in examination. 

3 (3) Accordingly. Claim 14, as It was submitted in Amendment B is herein 

4 annotated as "newly canceled" and Claims 15. 16, and 17, containing the parsed 

5 substance of previous Claim 14, are appended to the list.

7 AMENDMENTS TO CLAIMS 

8 (4) Please cancel Claim 14 from the previously submitted Amendment B, and 

9 substitute claims 15, 16, and 17. The clean claims copy enclosed reflects this
